to him, he entered a plea of guilty. 
The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating his milk with a compound 
containing formaldehyde, 
n poison- 


ous substance, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing the sale of milk 
in this city. Dr. MacBeth, city health 
commissioner, 
was placed 
on the 


stand to testify as to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken out 
of Getty's wagon on the 31st of Au- 
gust. He stated that he found for- 
maldehyde in a proportion of about 
one in twenty-five thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes* 
The question, however, was not so 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
ative was used as whether it was 
used at all. The ordinance govern- 
ing the sale of milk, and particularly 
that section relating to the use of 
preservatives or adulterations, is very 


sweeping and is so plain that there 
seems to be no 
avenue 
of escapo 


from punishment whether tho milk 
or cream is mixed with "rough on 
rats'* or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general ordinance No. 128 reads as 
follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8. No person, firm or cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for sale, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis- 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, have 
in his or their care, custody, control 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing1 or containing any 
foreign or 


other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring matter, or any 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for tho purpose of artificially increas- 
ing the quantity of the milk or cream 
or for the preserving of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose whatever/* 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that he 


had used a preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined §20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid. 


Francis Frothmiller 
said he had 


bought a quantity of stuff which he 
had been assured was harmless and 
that he had used it. but was detected 
the very first day. He saw no way 
out of the difficulty except by pay-

HIS CRIME A REMARKABLE ONE 


James Fleming, Hanged at Deer Lodge, Mont., 


for 
Murder, Fulfilled Predictions of 


His Fellow Convict. 


Deer Lodge, Mont.. Sept. 6.—James 1 


Fleming was hanged here today for 
participation in one of the most re- 
markable crimes on record. 


On August 8, 1899, Eugene Cul* 


lonane, an aged resident of Washing- 
ton gulch, was found murdered. Cliw- 
tcn Dotson, Charles Oliver Benson 
and Ellis Persinger were imprisoned 
for this crime. 


In January last Persinger informed 


the prison officials that Clinton Dot- 
son and James Fleming, another con- 
vict, had conspired to murder Capt.

Superintendent Young Highly Grati- 


fied—Dates of County School 


Openings, 


The Allen county teachers* insti- 


tute closed at noon today, and it 
was perhaps the most interesting 
and generally attended meeting of 
teachers ever Jield in the county. 
In adjourning this morning's ses- 
sion County Superintendent Young 
referred to the excellet attendance 
and to the interest that was mani- 
fested by the teachers as well as to 
the excellent 
lectures by the in 


structors. 


At this morning's session Profes- 


sor Kclso spoke of the three cardinal 
properties of mathematics. He sildt 
first, that mathematics is a series 
of developments wherein the growth 
of any subject depends upon -what 
precedes it; 
second, the study of 


mathematics is a self-sufficient one. 
Concrete work in mathematics must 
be stopped before the beauty of the 
subject. In the contestibility of the 
problem there is no contest between 
the old and the new. Teachers of 
arithmetic should have a knowledge 
of algebra and 
geometry 
to get 


"breadth of 
scholarship. 
Professor 


Nicholson confined his talk to sev- 
enth, eighth, ninth and tenth grade 
work. He thinks 'the course of study 
as outlined is very good. -The talk 
of Professor McGilvrey consisted of 
a summing up of the work of the 
week. 


At the close of the session the 


teachers from each township met to- 
gether to 
organize for 
institute 


work.

book in history to be taken up by

He said that twenty-five years ago 
there was not a reputable course in 
history given in any university in 
the country. 
He thought an imag- 


ination was of more value to the stu- 
dent of history than ability to mem- 
orize facts, for if imagination is cul- 
tivated and employed memory will 
become a result.

With the cars standing and without 
heat there is little or no movement 
of the ventilating current. Dust and 
smoke suspended in the air are not 
excluded from the ventilating cur*

or cream is mixed with "rough on; 
rats" or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general ordinance No. 128 reads as 
follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8. No person, firm or cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for sale, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis- 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, have 
in his or their care, custody, control 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing or containing any foreign or 
other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring matter, or any 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing the quantity of the milk or cream 
or for the preserving of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose whatever," 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that he' 


had used a preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid.

Witness Stand—Tells Some 


Inside History* 


Huntiilgton, Ind., Sept. G.—J. M. 


Key, forger and bank wrecker, and 
his wife, Mary E. Key, gave evidence 
in the circuit court here yesterday in 
the matter of the application of the 
wife to determine her property rights 
in the assets of her husband, now in 
the possession of Receiver "Wilkerson. 


Mrs. K0y testified that the money 


she gave the receiver was her own in- 
dividual property; flint it represented 
savings out of the weekly allowance 
given her by her husband for house- 
hold purposes. She said the money. 
$49.59, was kept in a canvas bag and 
that all of it was in packages «uch as 
is the custom of banks. She denied 
having made the statement that the 
money she turned over to the receiver 
was cash belonging to her husband or 
the bank. 


Banker Key took die stand and sub 


stantiated the testimony of the wire, 
saying his allowance to her wtis no 
fixed amount. Some weeks, he said, 
it would be $5. while other weeks ir 
might be $10 or S15. 
Th<* court 


granted the defense wide latitude in 
their cross-examination of Key, who 
was virtually compelled to give a his- 
tory of himself for a period covering 
many years. In answer to a question 
propounded by "0". S. Lesh, as to 
where he got the money to start the 
bank, he said Leach shipped $5,000 


to him. by express from Chicago 


He testified that he gave the monev 
to Leach to keep for him until he was 
ready to start in business, he having 
earned the money and saved it out oJ 
a salary of $125 a month traveling 
for a shoe house. He emphatically 
denied that he faile-d in business at 
Steelville, Mo., a few years age. At 
the time he received the $5,000 he 
said Leach was in the banking busi- 
ness at Avilla, but he could not say 
from what bank in Chicago or the 
name 
of 
the 
express 
company 


through which the money came to 
him. He said he liad the money in 
the bank vault at Andrews, and as 
it was a private institution, hs did 
not deem it necessary to open an in- 
dividual account upon the books of 
the bank.

In adjourning this morning's ses- 
sion County Superintendent Young 
referred to the excellet attendance 
and to the interest that was mani- 
fested by the teachers as well as to 
the excellent lectures by the in 
stractors. 


At this morning's session Profes- 


sor Kclso spoke of the three cardinal 
properties of mathematics. He slid, 
first, that mathematics is a series 
of developments wherein the growth 
of any subject depends upon what 
precedes it; 
second* the study of 


mathematics is a self-sufficient one. 
Concrete work in mathematics must 
be stopped before the beauty of the 
subject. In the contestibility of the 
problem there is no contest between 
the old and the new. Teachers of 
arithmetic should have a knowledge 
of algebra and 
geometry 
to get 


bread tii of 
scholarship. 
Professor 


Nicholson confined his talk to sev- 
enth, eighth, ninth and tenth grade 
work. He thinks the course of study 
as outlined is very good. The talk 
of Professor HcGilvrey consisted of 
a summing1 up of the work of the 
week.

Stills 
Discovered 


"Moonshining" All Through 


the Hill Counties. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 5.—The Fourth 


congressional district is the peach 
district of Indiana. The peach crop 
has been so large that a market can 
not be found for half the product and 
in consequence the distillers of illicit 
peach brandy, after a long period of 
inactivity, have got out their stills 
and are making "moonshine** all 


through the hill counties. Th» alarm 
has been' sounded that the internal 
revenue agents* guided by detectives, 
are now on the track of these distil- 
lers and they are rapidly hiding their 
stills and the "old peach" they have 
made and are covering- their tracks. 


The revenue men organized their 


raiding forces last Friday night at 
Sunmans. iu Kipley county, from 
which point they have spread over 
the district. The number of distillers 
arrested has not been made known, 
but it is said that at least a dozen, 
perhaps twenty, will 'oe called to ap- 
pear in the federal court and make 
answer to the charge of violating the 


internal revenue- laws. 


The first captures were made, it is 


learned, last Saturday night, withiu 
a few miles of S.unmans, where the 
officers found two stills in operation 
and peach brandy flowing like water 
from a spring. It was past midnight 
when the first still was reached.

The Sion S. Bass and

Anthony Wayne posts of this city 
have selected the Nickel "Plate route 
and will leave the city on a special 
train 
Monday morning at 10:30 


o'clock. Many of the posts and the 
Grand Army men in the towns and 
country hereabouts will join the Fort 
Wayne posts and accompany them 
on the journey. 
Included in this 


class will be about fifty men who 
compose the Grand Army post at 
Geneva. 
They will come here on 


Grand Rapids train No, 7, in a spec- 
ial car. . The Wabaslx company will 
send its Grand Army people via To- 
ledo and steamer and from the in- 
quiry at the ticket office conceniing 
the matter, it is believed there will 
be considerable travel over that 
route.

RICHLIN;S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Joseph H. Richlin, a boilermaker 


enipdoyed at the factory of the West- 
ern Gas Construction company, had 
a narrow escape from death Wednes- 
day 
afternoon. A casting1 which 


weighed 
about 
twenty 
pounds 


dropped from a hoisting 
machine, 


about twenty fe,et high, and came 
down upon Mr. Richlin. Luckily 'he 
saw the piece start and threw up his 
right hand, thus breaking the force 
of the blow. The casting struck him 
a glancing blow, cutting a hole in 
his forehead above the right eye, 
and bruised and cut his right'hand 
and three of -the fingers in a painful 
manner.

CAR VENTILATION QUESTION. 
For six years me Pennsylvania has 


been experimenting with ventilating 
devices and systems for passenger 
cars and is still at it. It has selected 
the system which promises the best 
results and is engaged in an effort 
to develop it. This system, says the 
IPittsburg Dispatch, allows 60,000 


Requires only a little wa- 
ter and slops are avoided* 


cubic feet of air per car per hour, or 
1,000 cubic feet per person per hour. 
This is one-third of the amount pro- 
vided for in the systematic ventila- 
tion of buildings, but some of the 
deficit is supplied by the frequent 
opening of car doors. With the out* 
side* temperature of 13 degrees no 
difficulty was found in keeping the 
car warm with the ventilating sys* 
tern in full normal operation and the 
distribution of the air through the 
car was satisfactory. These results 
were secured with the car in motion. 
With the cars standing and -without 
heat there is little or no movement 
of the ventilating current* Bust and 
smoke suspended in the air are not 
excluded from the ventilating cur- 
rent, but there is no trouble 
from 


cinders of appreciable size. 


DOUBLE TRACK IMPROVEMENTS 


Work in building double track on 


the Pittsburg road both east and west 
of this city is progressing finely and 
if steel rails can be got when needed 
the fifty-six miles of new second 
track will be placed in operation the 
coming winter. Thirty-four miles of 
this is in Ohio and twenty miles in 
Indiana, the latter near Plymouth, 
where five construction engines ar.d 
crews are at work constantly. 


MR. BLEY IS OUT.

FOUR MILK DEALERS ARE FINED 


The "milk cases" were the most, 


important features of the proceed- 
ings at the municipal 
court 
this 


morning and netted the court cash 
drawer just an even hundred dollars, 
there being four pleas of guilty, with 
fines of $20 iu each case and costs 
attached, making $25 apiece. Those 
who paid were Prank Getty, Francis 
Frothmiller, Grant Archer and M. 
Flaugh, 


Frank Getty was the first man call- 


ed, and after the affidavit was read 
to him, he entered a plea of guilty* 
The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating his milk with a compound 
containing formaldehyde, a poison- 
ous substance, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing the sale of milk 
in this city. Dr. MacBeth, city health 
commissioner, 
was placed 
on the 


stand to testify as to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken out 
of Getty's wagon on the 31st of Au- 
gust He stated that he found for- 
maldehyde in a proportion of about 
one in twenty-five thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes. 
The question, however, was not so 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
ative was used as whether 
it was 


used at all. 
The ordinance govern- 


ing the sale of milk, and particularly 
that se'' von relating to the use of 
preservatives or adulterations, is very 


sweeping and is so'plain that there 
seems to be no 
avenue 
of escapa 


from punishment whether the milk 
or cream is mixed with "rough ou 
rats" or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general ordinance No. 1£8 reads as 
follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8. No person, -firm or cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for sale, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis-, 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, have 
in his or their care, custody, control 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing or containing 
any 
foreign or 


other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring matter, or -any 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing the quantity of the milk or cream 
or for the preserving of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose whatever." 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that ho 


had used & preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid. 


Francis Frothmiller said he had 


bought a quantity of stuff which he 
•had been assured was harmless and 
that he had used it, but was detected 
ths very first day. He saw n$ 
out of the difficulty except;by'.

Methodists in London Discuss South 


African War and Applaud 


McKinley's Remarks. 


London, Sept. 6.—A stormy meet- 


ing the ecumenical 'Methodist con- 
ference resulted today from the read- 
ing: by Rev. C. W. Smith, of Pitts- 
buig1, Pa., of a paper on ''The In- 
fluence of Methodism in the Promo- 
tion of International Peace.'' 


The five-minute rule was adopted 


and the pastors made fiery speeches 
for and against 
the war in South 


Africa. The campaign came in for a 
lot of criticism and finally the chair- 
man ruled reference 
to it out of 


order. Many Americans took part in 
the discussion, but none of the more 
prominent 
bishops 
spoke. 
The 


speeches were interrupted by frequent 
noisy interruptions and cheers and 
countercheers. There was a scene of 
considerable disorder and the discus- 
sion terminated without any conclu- 
sion being reached. Rev. 
George 


Elliott, of Detroit, saying he had 
often been called a little American, 
denounced the war. Rev. R. J. Cooke, 
of Chattanooga, defended the neces- 
sity of hostilities 
to vindicate a 


principle. 


FINDS A SOLUTION. 


Rev. 
J. M. King, of Philadelphia, 


said the best solution of the question 
was in President McKiuley's sen- 
tences, uttered at Buffalo, as follows: 


"The period of exclusiveness 
is 


past. 
The expansion of our trade 


and commerce is the pressing prob- 
lem. 
Commercial wars are unprofit- 


able. 
A policy of good 
will and 


friendly trade relations will prevent 
reprisals. Reciprocity treaties are in 
harmony with the spirit of the times; 
measures of retaliation are not/' The 
reading of President McKinley's re- 
marks brought forth loud applause. 


Robert W. Perks, a member of 


parliament, a prominent contractor 
and vice president of the liberal im- 
perial council, deprecated the useful- 
ness of clerical manifestos. He be- 
lieved that some wars were necessary,

TEACHERS 
COMPLETE THEIU 


SESSION AT NOON. 


Superintendent Young Highly Grati- 


fied—Dates of County School 


Openings. 


Tiie Allen county teachers* insti- 


tute closed at noon today, and it 
was perhaps the most interesting 
and generally attended meeting of 
teachers ever held in. the county. 
In adjourning this morning's s*v 
«,ioii County Superintendent Young 
referred to the excellet attendance 
inul to the interest that was mani- 
fested by the teachers ^s well as to 
the excellent 
lectures by the in 


stiuctors. 


At this morning's session Profes- 


sor Kclso spoke of the three cardinal 
properties cf mathematics. He slid, 
first, that mathematics is a series 
of developments wherein the growth 
of any subject depends upon what 
precedes it; 
second, the study of 


mathematics is a self-sufficient one. 
Concrete work, in mathematics must 
be stopped before the beauty of the 
subject. In the contestibility of the 
problem there is no contest between 
the old and the new* 
Teachers of 


arithmetic should have a knowledge 
of algebra and 
geometry 
to get 


breadtli of scholarship. 
Professor 


Nicholson confined his talk to sev- 
enth, eighth, ninth and tenth grade 
work. He thinks the course of study 
as outlined is very good. The talk 
of Professor *McGilvrey consisted of 
a summing up of the, work of the 
week. 


At- the close of the session the 


teachers from each township met to- 
gether to organize for institute 
work.

to the insurgents, which are being 
shipped from this port, would do 
much toward ending the 
existing 


trouble. 


Ship captains, who, dining the last 


few weeks, have 
visited ports in 


Venezuela, say that large supplies of 
arms from Belgium and Germany 
arc being landed in that country. 


WILL SEND A .WAKSHIP. 


Washington, Sept. 6.—The Colom- 


bian charge d'affairs, Mr. Thomas 
Hamrn, called at the state depart- 
ment today and had an extended con- 
ference with Acting Secretary Adee, 
concerning the latest phases of the 


trouble at and about the Isthmus of 
Panama, and particularly the official 
dispatches from Colombia stating 
that Ecuador had cast her lot against 
Colombia. 
Mr. Herran presented 


the two dispatches received yester- 
day, one from Cali, near the Ecuador- 
ian frontier, and the other from Pan- 
ama. 


Secretary Adee and Mr. Herran

ference with Acting Secretary Adce, 
concerning the latest phases of the 


trouble at and about the Isthmus of 
Panama, and particularly the official 
dispatches from 
Colombia stating 


that Ecuador had cast her lot against

INTERCEPTOR. 


Steady Stream at Trust Company's 


Windows-Majority Pay Cash 


and Save Discount. 


The Citizens' Trust company offices, 


corner of Clinton and Berry streets, 
is the mecca of taxpayers, who are 
settling their assessments for the in- 
tercepting sewer and from the time 
the ulace opens in the morning until 
it closes in the evening the lobby is 
crowded. 
During all that time a 


score or move of persons are lined up 
before the 
windows, where three 


clerks are receiving money and mak- 
ing out receipts. 
Property owners 


have twelve days yet to secure the 
10 per cent discount by paying cash 
or signify their intention of'bonding, 
and at the present time it seems that 
a great part of them will pay cash. 


The assessments are governed by 


the location of the property, and the 
only way a property owner can learn 
the amount of his assessment is to 
call at the place of payment or the 
city hall. 
Very little grumbling1 is 


heard at the trust company's office, 
when a person finds that his assess- 
ment is- more than he thought it 
would be, which is frequently the 
case, for the reason that every one 
finds it a sufficient favor, when, after 
wiiiting, for a long line of people to 
pass by the windows, he is able to 
have his own case attended to. 
The 


expiration of the fifteen day limit, 
however, will probably see a rush of 
people who want to make cash pay- 
ments for the trust company's office. 
Many are leaving their lists with the 
clerks during the day, and they are 
looked up after closing hours.

The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating his milk with a compound 
containing formaldehyde, a poison- 
ous substance^, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing the sale of milk 
in this city. Dr. MacBeth, city health 
commissioner, 
was placed 
on the 


stand to testify as to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken out 
of Getty's wagon on the 31st of Au- 
gust. He stated that he found for- 
maldehyde in a proportion of about 
one in twenty-five thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes. 
The question, however, was not so 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
ative was used as whether 
it was 


used at all. The ordinance govern- 
ing the sale of milk, and particularly 
that section relating to Hie use 
of! 


preservatives or adulterations, is very! 


sweeping and is so plain that there 
_seems to be no 
avenue 
of escapo 


from punishment whether tho milk. 
or cream is mixed with "rough oil 
rats" or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general ordinance No. 128 reads 
na 


follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8. No person, firm or cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for sale, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis- 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, have 
in his or their care, custody, control 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing or containing 
any 
foreign or 


other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring matter, or any 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing the quantity of the milk or cream 
or for the preserving of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose whatever." 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that he 


had used a preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid. 


Francis Frothmiller 
said he had 


bought a quantity of stuff which ho 
had been assured was harmless and 
that he had used it, but was detected 
the very first day.

HIS CRIME A REMARKABLE ONE 


James Fleming, Hanged at Deer Lodge, Mont., 


for Murder, Fulfilled Predictions of 


His Fellow Convict. 


Deer Lodge, Mont., Sept, G.—James 


Fleming- was hanged here today for 
participation in one of the most re- 
markable crimes 011 record. 


On August 8, 1899, Eugene Cul- 


lonanc, an aged resident of WasTiing- 
ton gulch, was found murdered. Clrn- 
tcii Dotson, Charles Oliver Benson 
and Ellis Persinger were imprisoned 
for this crime. 


In January last Persinger informed 


the prison officials that Clinton Dot- 
son and James Fleming, another con- 
vict, had conspired to murder Capt. 
Oliver Dotson, father of the convict. 
Fleming's term was about to expire. 
The prison authorities gave the story 
little attention. 


Fleming was released. 
On Febru- 


ary 15 he was seen at Washington 
gulch. 
On February 20 the body of 


Captain Dotson was found, in his 
cabin with a bullet wound in the 
head. 
On the wall was fixed a rifle . 


with a string- attached to the trig- 
ger. 
A forged confession lay on the 


table, in which Captain Dotson was 
mode to say he had committed tho 
Cullonane murder. 
This evidently 


was done for the purpose cf freeing 
the conspirators.

his entire estate to the son, also was 
found. 


Fleming was captured and convict-

frank Getty was the iirst man call-

The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating- his milk wltli a compound 
containing- formaldehyde, n poison- 
ous substance, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing- the sale of milk 
hi thin city. Dr. MacBeth. city health 
Commissioner,

on the 


hind to testify as to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken, out 
of Getty's wagon on the 31st of Au- 
gust. 
He stated that he found for- 


laldehyde hi ;i proportion of ubout 
one hi twenty-live thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes. 
The question, however, was not sn 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
itive was used as whether 
it. was 


used nf nil. 
Tile ordinance .gov.erii- 


ni K the sale of milk, and particularly 
that section relating- to tlie use 
of 


preservatives or adulterations, is very 


sweeping- and is so plain thai there 
seems to bo no 
avenue 
of escape 


from- punishment whether the milk 
or cream is mixed with "rough oil.1 
rats" or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general-ordinance No. 128 reads na 
follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8, No person, firm oi- cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for sale, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis- 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, have 
in his or their care, custody, control • 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing; or containing- 
any 
foreign or 


other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring- matter, or any 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing* the quantity of the -milk or cream 
or for the preserving- of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any other 
purpose 'whatever." 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that ho 


had used a preservative contrary to . 
'the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid.

that he had used it, but was detected 
til™ very iirst day.

James Fleming, Hanged at Deer Lodge, Mont.,

CAR VENTILATION QUESTION. 
For six years tne Pennsylvania has 


been experimenting with ventilating 
devices aud systems for 
passenger 


cars and is still at it. It has selected 
the system whicli promises the best 
results and is engaged in nn effort 
to develop it. This system, says the 
P.ittsburg Dispatch, allows 60,000 
Bon 
Ami 


Requires only a little wa- 


cubic feet of air per car per hour, or 
1,000 cubic feet per person per hour. 
This Is one-third of the amount pro- 
vided for in the systematic ventila- 
tion of buildings, but some of the 
deficit is supplied by the frequent 
opening' of car doors. With the out- 
side temperature of 13 degrees no 
difficulty was found in. keeping1 the 
car wiirm with the ventilating: sys- 
tem in full normal operation and the 
distribution of the air throug-h the 
car was satisfactory. These results 
were secured with the car in motion. 
With the cars standing and without 
heat there is little or no movement 
of the ventilating' current. Dust and 
smoke suspended in the air are not 
excluded from the ventilating1 cur- 
rent, but there is no trouble 
from 


cinders of appreciable size.

Nicholson confined his talk to sev- 
enth, eighth, ninth and tenth grade 
work.

FOUR MILK DEALERS ARE FINED 


The "milk cases" were the most 


important features of the proceed- 
ings at the, municipal court 
this 


morning and netted the court cash 
drawer jnst an even hundred dollars, 
there being four pleas of guilty, with 
fines of $20 in each case and costs 
attached, -making $25 apiece. Those 
who paid were Frank Getty, Francis 
I'rothmiller, Grant Archer and M. 
rlaugh. 


Frank Getty was the first man call- 


ed, and after the affidavit was read 
to him, ho entered a plea of guilty. 
The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating his milk with a compound 
containing formaldehyde, 
a poison- 


ous substance, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing the safe of milk 
in this city. Dr. MacBeth, city health 
commissioner, 
was placed ' on the 


stand to testify" ns to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken out 
of Getty's wnjjon on the. 31st. of Au- 
gust. He stated that he found for- 
maldehyde in a proportion of about 
one in twenty-five thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand Is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes. 
Tho question, however, was not so 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
ative was used as whether 
U was 


used at all. The ordinance govern' 
Ing the sale of milk, and particularly 
that SB' '.on relating; to the use 
of 


preservatives ov adulterations, Is v«y 


sweeping and is so plain that there 
seems to be no 
avenue 
of escape 


from punishment whether the milk 
or cream is mixed with "rough on 
rats" or plain glucose. Section 8 of 
general ordinance No. 128 reads as 
follows; 


THE ORDINANCE. 


"Section 8. No person, firm or cor- 


poration shall sell, offer for s.ile, ex- 
pose for sale, exchange, deliver, dis-, 
pose of, transport, convey or carry, 
or with any intent as aforesaid, havo . 
in his or their care, custody, control 
or possession any milk or cream hav- 
ing or containing any 
foreign or 


other substance of any kind what- 
ever, or any coloring matterj or -any . 
adulteration or preservative, whether 
for the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing tho quantity of the milk or cream 
or for the preserving of the condition 
or sweetness thereof, or any othor 
purpose whatever." 


Mr. Getty admitted frankly that ha ' 


had used a preservative contrary to 
the ordinance and was fined $20 and 
costs, which he promptly paid.

bought a quantity of stuff -which he

that he had used it, but was detected 
tho. very first day.

FOUR MILK DEALERS ARE FINED 


The "milk crabes" wore the most 


important features of the proceed- 
ings at the municipal 
court 
this 


morning and netted the court cash 
drawer just an even hundred dollars, 
there being four pleas of guilty, with 
fines of ^20 in each case and costs 
attached, making' $25 apiece. 
Those 


who paid were Frank Getty, Francis 
Frothmiller, Grant Archer and M. 
Flaugh. 


Frank Getty was the first man call- 


ed, and after the affidavit was read 
to him, lie entered a plea of guilty. 
The affidavit charged him with adul- 
terating his milk with a compound 
containing formaldehyde, a poison- 
ous substance, and contrary to the 
ordinance governing the sale of milk 
!n this city. Dr. MacBeth, city health 
commissioner, 
was placed 
on the 


stand to testify ns to the analysis of 
a certain sample of milk taken out 
of Getty's wagon on the 31st of Au- 
gust. He stated that he found for- 
maldehyde in a proportion of about 
one in twenty-five thousand, where 
one in fifty thousand is supposed to 
be ample for preservative purposes. 
Tho question, however, was not so 
much in what proportion the preserv- 
ative was used as whether 
it was 


used at all. The ordinance govern- 
ing the sale of milk, and particularly:

This system, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch, allows 60,000 


Requires only a little wa- 
ter and slops are avoided. 


cubic feet of air per car per hour, or 
l.OOO cubic feet per person per hour. 
This is one-third of the amount pro- 
vided for in the systematic ventila- 
tion of buildings, but some of the 
deficit is sifpplied by the frequent 
opening of r.tr doors. With the out- 
side temperature of 13 degrees no 
difficulty was found in keeping the 
car warm with the ventilating1 sys- 
tem in-full normal operation and the 
distribution of the air through the 
cur was satisfactory. 
These results 


were secured with, the car in motion. 
With the cars standing and without 
heat there is little or uo movement 
of the ventilating current. Dust and 
smoke suspended in the air are not 
excluded from the ventilating cur- 
rent, but there is no trouble 
from 


cinders of appreciable size.
